The 
first time, I remember, it was 
about 10 o'clock when we esti- 
mated that if we could only cut 
down through we might find 
ourselves close to our destina- 
tion. Then about midnight we 
thought we were in about the 
same position, but both times we 
could not even see a flicker of 
light below. To go down lower 
meant courting a crash. There 
Was nothing to do except circle 
again like men stumbling ahead 
in the pitch black night, because 
we couldn’t do otherwise. 


This for thre or four hours, 
and by 3 in the morning there 
wasn't much fuel left. 


We had been up in the air for 
more than 41 hours and it was 
just before 3:30 a. m. when 
Commander Byrd turned the 
nose of the America toward—we 
didn’t know what! Then, with 
rare judgment, we splashed our 
practically fuelless ship into the 
very eastern edge of the channel. 


And that brings me to what is 
perhaps the greatest thing that 
happened on all our’ voyage. 
Commander Byrd is one of the 
most marvelous men in the 
world. There we were, four men, 
stone blind, several thousand feet 
in the air. We couldn’t see a 
single thing below us or in front 
of us. Our fuel supply was 
practically gone and we knew 
we were going to crash. We all 
knew what that meant—or what 
we had every reason to believe 
it would mean. 

Commander Byrd took wone 
last look to read the fuel tanks. 
Then he stepped casually over 
to where I stood. The roar of 
the motors naturally made it 
impossible for him to speak. So 
he took a pencil and scrawled 
a note on paper.

As it seemed that 
we were about to strike what- 
ever lay below, I looked over the 
side. There was nothing to see 
and I held down my flashlight 
hoping it would light up what 
was there. We were al! of us 
hoping desperately that it would 
be water, but I could see abso- 
lutely nothing. 

Just then we struck! With 
9000 pounds, you have a terrific 
weight. It isn’t easy to land 
that weight at 50 miles an hour, 


even On a good aviation field. 
We knew that to land in wun- 
known territory, a place you 


could not see even in the slight- 
est degree, we were certain to 
crash. 

Byrd's Steering Saved Lives. 

But Commander’ Byrd, by 
sensing the locality of the chan- 
nel and. steering us toward it to 
land on the water, saved all of 
our lives. As the America hit 
the water the weight of her mot- 
ors pulled her under the surface. 
But our buoyancy:tanks took us 
up again. The cabin was flood- 
ed and we were drenched, but 
we came up. 

We jumped clear of the plane 
into the sea. Luckily we were 
quite near. shore. The first 
thing Commander Byrd thought 
of was the United States mail bag 
and the piece of the original flag 
made by Betsv Ross which was 
being sent by Rodman Wana- 
maker as a gift to the President 
of France. He brought them 
with him. 

Once ashore we congratulated 
ourselves on such a fortunate es- 
cape. We were soaked to the 
skin and began to wonder where 
we might find @ house or town. 
We started along the barren 
beach and first we saw a small 
French boy on a bicycle. He 
took one lodk at us, then ped- 
died away as if his life depend- 
ed on it. 

We continued down the shore 
and discovered a village which 
we afterward learned was Ver- 
sur- Mer. We were hatless, 
soaked, and bedraggled — but 
mighty glad to be alive. 

Help From Lighthouse Keeper. 

After that the first man we 
Saw was a lighthouse keeper. It 
happens that my father is 
French and came from Luneville. 
although he had been a New 
Yorker for many years. There- 
fore I speak the language with 
difficulty, but managed to make 
keeper understang what had 
happened and who we were. 

That kindhearted o]d gentle- 
man lost no time in taking us 
in. Later his family showed 
anxiety to do everything they 
could for us. They dried our 
clothes and fed us and made us 
feel that they wanted us to stay. 

As for the earlier part of our 
trip, we could not have picked 
worse weather if we tri.d. We 
got into it in Newfoundland. 
There was no discussion of turn- 
ing back. 

“Let’s go!” everybody said, 
“We've started.” And so we did. 

Our best spot was Nova Sco- 
tia, which was only fairly clear. 
Then we reached Newfoundland 
and hardly saw it at all. It was 
absolutely covered with fog. We 
couldn't see anything. Either an 
impenetrable fog or a slashing 
rain and sometimes both. 

Fog Above, Fog Below. 

One of the strangest phenome- 
non any of us ever have known 
in flying was a stretch of sev- 
eral hours when we flew over 
the Atlantic In a strata of per- 
fectiy clear air. There was a 
great fog bank above us and an- 
other one below, ° obscuring 
the ocean. It was like being 


pices. Incidentally, that was 
wonderful navigation on the part 
of Commander Byrd. 

For nineteen hours the com- 
mander could take no observa- 
tion, yet we hit the coast about 
as we intended. We hadr’t the 
slightest idea, though, what we 
were coming to. We had been 
in communication with a boy 
wireless operator at Ushant sta- 
tion, chatting with him in inter- 
national code. He gave us the 
line on the weather and told us 
that Brest was absolutely as- 
tounded that we had been able 
to cross the Atlantic and were 
already nearing the European 
continent. 

We hoped we had left the 
awful weather behind us. While 
referring to that I want to men- 
tion what I call one of the mar- 
velous features of the whole 
flight. It is that we were able 
to strike the French coast 20 
miles south of Brest in a direct 
line for Paris.

were closing around us tighter 
than ever. We believe we 
passed over Deaville, because 


one of the few things we saw 
was a big amusement park.

onstant radio contact. Aft- 
er that w had cruised and 
cruised, always in the hope of 
finding somewhere a gap in the 
fog through which we _ could 
slide down to a landing. 

"As for our ship, the America, 
it is simply a marvelous plane. 
We have all the respect in the 
world for the man who built it 
—~Tony Fokker. 

Motors Never Missed. 

Now regarding the Wright 
whirlwind motor. In my opin- 
ion it is the finest thing in the 
world of its kind. Col. Lind- 
bergh first flew the  Atiantic 
with one of these motors, a feat 
of such remarkable daring, al- 
most superhuman endurance, 
and navigation sense, as every 
airman has a right to rejoice in. 

But I believe of more interest 
from the mechanical side is the 
fact that the America, carrying 
those three motors, came 
through for over 41 hours un- 

der terrific and almost unpre- 

cedented conditions—and they 
didin’t miss a single sputter, not 
one of them. 

Of course, attention should be 
called to the fact that we have 
amassed a great deal of scientif- 

‘ic data which we hope will be 
of genuine service in the ad- 
vancement of aviation. 

I suppose it is the proper thing 
to mention whet we ate while 
flying the Atlantic. Although 
there were four very healthy 
fellows aboard the America, in- 
cluding myself, we discarded al- 
most all foodstuffs.

British Museum and Westminster 
Bridge Financed in That Way.

LONDON, July 2.—The British 


Museum and Westminster Bridge 
are among the English structures 
which owe their existence to lot- 
teries. 


The British Museum was built 
through a £300,000 lottery (ap- 
proximately $1,500,000) of £3 tick- 
ets. Of the total amount raised, 
£200,000 was distributed in prizes 
ranging from £10 to £10,000, and 
the balance went into the building. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury was 
one of the managers of the lottery 
and was paid £100 for his trouble. 
‘Westminster “Bridge was built 
through a £700,000 lottery in 1736 
and later in the same century a 
£224,000 lottery helped the famous 
brothers Adam finish their noted 
Adelphi Terrace on the banks of 
the Thames between the Savey 
Hotel and Charing Cross, now the 
home of London’s literati.

Game Propagation. 


HE scientific breeding of game 
Tpiras has been going on in Eu- 

ropean countries for a hundred 
years or more, but not until about 
30 years ago did the idea appeal 
to the sportsmen of this country, 
and then only in a half-hearted 
way. 

A few rich men in the East, who 
owned large estates, experimented 
in a small way with different 
breeds of pheasants. We in the 
United States (especial)! in the 
West and Middle West) did not 
see any necessity of game propa- 
gation, for there was an abund- 
ance everywhere of quail, wild 
turkey and migratory birds of all 
kinds. 


The East started the movement. 
then it skipped thig section and 
was taken up on the Pacific Coast 
where Mongolian pheasants and 
Hungarian partridges were im- 
ported and released in California, 
Oregon and Washington, but it 
was in Oregon that the pheasants 
seemed to thrive best, so that in a 
few years there was a short open 
season with a smal] bag limit, and 
now this bird is quite plentiful. The 
Hungarian partridge has not been 
a big success so far, although it 
has increased sufficiently tq af- 
ford some shooting, 

Eleven or twelve years ago the 
pheasant was introduced into 
South Dakota where it is now to be 
found in thousands, 


Illinois Plan Worked. 
EVERAL years ago a State 


Game Farm was established in 
IHinois. It has been very success- 
ful in raising game birds of several 
varieties and hag distributed hun- 
dreds of pheasants and thousands 
of eggs throughout the State. But 
the birds have not multiplied as 
they have in the Western States, 
and so far, while we have five days’ 
open season with a bag limit of two 
cocks a day, the shooting is not 
very good. 

Game farms, both privately and 
State owned, have been established 
in many parts of the country where 
both foreign and native birds are 
being raised; many dealers in the 
East are now ready to take and

BONDS AMENDMENT

thus fulfilling the need for a con- 
tinuous State Highway System. 
The new roads proposed are local 
in character and should be looked 
upon as additional roads to the 
State Highway System to serve lo- 
cal purposes. 

“Looking at it from that point of 
view it necessarily follows that 
counties or subdivisions having a 
larger number of cars necessarily 
need more miles of roads and of 
higher type. Hence, the proposed 
division of the bond fund, 

“The amendment further pro- 
vides that all roads built from this 
fund, including the surp'‘us, shall 
be State roads and the State High- 
way Department will be e«: led 
upon to maintain such roads in- 
definitely. 

“This is an 


ambitious scheme, 
but perfectly practical, feasible 
and sound. The interest we will 
pay will be more than returned in 
the use of the roads. We wil be 
loaning the State’ Highway JTDe- 
partment as a machine to the 
counties to build additional roads 
as well as maintain the same. It 
is fair, just and equitable. We 
will have an abundance of funds 
and will point the way for at least 
10 years without interference. 


“It gives to the Highway JDe- 
partment large authority, bunt at 
the same time lays out a fixed plan 
to follow. It authorizes the ¢de- 
partment to use the surpius fund 


'in completing the present highway 


system as: laid out and to use the 
fund in years to come on other 


| roads and maintain them. 


“It further authorizes the State 


to build bridges 
within the State over any stream 
so locatéd. 


“In justification of the division 
of the funds provided in the 
amendment, it was necessary to 
build a State highway system out 
of State funds without regard to 
revenue coming from any special 
locality, in order to build a State 
highway system connecting each 
county in the State and roads in 
adjacent states. 

‘But now that we have provided 
funds to complete that system, pro- 
vided funds to pay the interest and 
retire the bonds, provided funds for 
the administration of the Highway 
Depattment, provided funds for the 
maintenance of such system, we 
feel that it is just and fair that the 
division provided in the amend- 
ment shall prevail for reasons stat- 
ed above. 

“In view of the fact that St. 
Louis and Kansas City will pay an 
enormous amount into the fund, 
it is but fair and just that they re- 
ceive a share of the bond issue pro- 
vided for tertiary roads, to build 
and maintain streets used in con- 
nection with our State highway 
system and such other connections 
as may be deemed necessary.” 

_ Facts of Intercst. 

Malang called attention to these 
facts: 

The receipts last year from auto- 
mobile licenses and gasoline tax 
were around $13,600,000. They 
should total around $15,000,000 
this year and correspondingly more 
each succeeding year. 

In 1926, up to June 1, a total of 


| $99,111 cars and frucks were regis- 


tered in this State. In the same 
period this year, a total of 567,015 
have been registered. 

In the first four months of 1926, 
a total of $1,609,476 in gasoline tax 
was collected in Missouri. In the 
first four months of this year, the 
total was $1,811,680, despite the 
unfavorable weather, a gain in four 
months of $202,203. 

If Missouri should ifssue $290,- 
000,000 in road bonds in 1929 and 
$20,000,000 in each succeeding year 
until 1934, the total of $120,000,000 
could be retired by 1963 with the 
same gasoline tax and license fee 
as now. together with retiring all 
bonds already issued, paying all in- 
terest and administration and 
maintenance of highways costs and 
also providing a surplus over and 
above all this to be spent on roads.

OWA COUNTIES IN RACE 


0 VOTE ROAD BONDS 


Total of $75,000,000 Likely to 
Be Authorized Before Sum- 
mer Has Ended. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘ 

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia., July 2.— 
—At last, Iowa is likely to pull .t- 
self out of the mud. A fever of 
bond issuing for road building has 
struck the State and indications 
are thut around $75,000,00u in rond 
bonds will be voted by the various 
counties between now and Sept. }. 

Ten counties already this year 
have voted road bonds aggregating 
$9,130,000. Bond elections eched- 
vied before July 15 will pass over 
an aggregate of $18,703,000 in pra- 
posed road bonds and the senti- 
ment is such that all of these ap- 
pear practically sure of approval. 


Will Help Lincoln Highway. 

It is estimated th: t 60 or more 
lowa counties will vote highway 
bonds during the summer. If each 
of these votes the average amount 
being issued by other Iowa coun- 
ties, the total will run to about 
$75,000,000. 

This amount will be supplement- 
ed as far as possible by the State 
Highway Commission out of sur- 
plus funds now on hand and the 
total will run more than $100,000,- 
000 for the year. 

All this means that the Lincoln 
Highway will soon be paved clear 
across the State of Iowa. lor years 
Iowa mud has stood as a barrier 
between East and the West, on 
this route. A light rain holds traf- 
fic up for a day. A heavy rain 
forces tourists to lay. up for two 
or three days. At times the Lin- 
coln Highway in Western Iowa 1s 
impassable for a week or more at 
a time. 

But it also means that practical- 
ly all other primary roads in the 
State will be paved. 

First Come, First Served. 

The last Iowa Legislature passed 
laws which set the paving bal: 
rolling all over the State, and put 
some 60 counties in a race to see 

which’ could get in under the new 
law and have their roads paved. 

The new law is simple. Counties 
can vote paving bonds and the 
State will pay the bonds and in- 
terest out of the gasoline tax and 
automobile license funds. In this 
way, the counties will get their 
primary roads paved at the ex- 
pense of the State and not at the 
expense of the people living in the 
counties. 


But the State fund cannot take 


| ‘eare of every county in the State, 
Highway Department, and vests in | car y y 


=| it the authority, 


so the “first come, first served” 
plan has been adopted in handling 
the situation, in time, of course, 
the State fund can handle all the 
counties, but at present only about 
75 counties can be taken care of. 
So there is a race to see which 
counties can get into this list of 75. 

The new law is to be come effec- 
tive July 4. The road fund avail- 
able under the new laws will ag- 
gregate more than $15,000,000 an- 
nually, which will be used by the 
State Highway Commission. 

In the last six years the Iowa 
primary road fund has amounted 
to $58,141,000, but laws governing 
its disbursement were such that 
not a single through line from the 
Mississippi to the Missouri! River 
has been completed. 

Because of the increase in the 
State gasoline tax, the next six 
years will see a heavily augmented 
amount for the State Highway 
Commission to expend and the new 
laws give this commission added 
power in the selecting roads to be 
paved. 

But the paving of primary roads 
is not the only good Iowa will de- 
rive from the new era. The spend- 
ing of $75,000,000 is going to be a 
tremendous thing for the State as 
a whole. 

The first stretch of Lincoln 
highway paved under the new law 
probably will be from Council 
Bluffs eastward to Denison, Ia., a 
distance of 80 miles. This is a val- 
ley road and runs hargely through 
a gumbo country. In the past it 
has been known as the very worst 
stretch of mud on the Lincoln 
highway from New York to San 
Francisco. 

Eastward from Denison the road 
is graveled, but there are long 
stretches of mud, alternating wita 
gravel and hard paving, until the 
permanent hard paving is reached 
about 60 miles west of the Missis- 
sippi River. 

From this point through to the 
Atlantic there is a hard road, and 
it is to connect with this road that 
the Iowa paving will be built.

ST. LOUIS COUNTY ROAD 
WORK OUTLOOK REVIEWED 


Money for Needed Road Building and Recon- 
struction Lacking—Talk of Another 
Bond Election Revived 


—

St. Louis County, a thriving resi- 
dental and industrial community, 
where farms are giving way to svb- 
divisions, is in great need of good 
roads. Jt has some  acczprzable 
thoroughfares, to be sure, but they 
are inadequate to serve this metro- 
politan and suburban area of 492 
skuare miles, with its 150,000 peo- 
ple, its constant invitation to Sr. 
Louisans to cross the line an] the 
demands of generally increasing 
use of motor cars. 

The county, continually hard 
pressed for money to run its gcv- 
ernment, finds it burdensome to 
maintain existing roads, amd, in- 
de: . virtually ignores some -coads. 
Construction of new highways out 
of general revenue is impossible, 
yet it has become apparent that ad- 
ditional traffic arteries must ke 
provided to cara for the future and 
that many routes must be convert- 
ed to modern paving. 

Bond Election Again Discussed. 

No practical method has been 
suggested to increase the funds for 
maintenance and repairs, and the 
only apparent way to provide 
money for new work is by bond is- 
sue. Public sentiment in the coun- 
ty is divided as to need and advis- 
ability of issuing bonds. Talk »f 
calling a bond election has been 
going on since the county defeated 
the city merger proposal last au- 
tumn, and may soon be intensified. 
It has not reached the stage of a 
definite scheme of construction or 
size of issue. 

In April, 1925, county voters de- 
feated a $5,000,000 road bond ia- 
sue. An important reason for this 
was that the group fostering it wid 
not offer a definite schedule of 
what work was contemplated—by 
routes, pavements and mileages— 
but presented a map indicating 


tricts. Critics said the money would 
be insufficient to provide high-type 
surfacing for all these highways. 
Fear of increased taxes and polit- 
ical considerations also entered into 
the defeat. 
Condition of County Roads. 

Four concrete State highways 
radiate through the country from 
the city of St. Louis. They are 
good, but growing cross-country 
and local traffic has made it evt- 
dent that the State some day wi! 
have to widen them or provide 
parallel routes, or buth. They are 
Lemay Ferry road (No. 61, to the 
south), Gravois road (No. 30, 
southwest), Manchester road (Nos, 
50 and 66, central) anc St. Charles 
road (Nos. 40 and 61, northwest). 

The main roads of the county 
spread out from the city in the 
same fan-shape, These thorough- 
fares, from 
their condition, are: 


Tesson Ferry—fair. 

Watson—unmade and frequent- 
ly impassable; its improvement 
would serve a corwded suburban 
area and open a new residentia! 
and industrial section. 

Big Bend—good in University 
City and Clayton; very rough in 
Richmond Heights; good in Maple. 
wood and Webster Groves; fair in 
Oakland and a strip south of Kirk- 
wood; part fair and part rough in 
western Kirkwood, and very rough 
in its continuation from Osage 
Hills to Valley Park. 

Clayton—fair to North and South 
road, good from there to Mason 
road and only fair beyond. 

Conway—fair. 

Olive Street—-good except that 
rough western part is being worked. 

Page avenue and its connec- 
tions, Lackland and Fee Feé— 
rough. 

Natural Bridge—good. 

Florissant—good. 

Hall’s Ferry—good, except that 
northern end is only fair. 

Bellefontaine—good. 

Columbia Bottom—fair. 

Roads noted as “fair” vary In 
quality, since it is difficult to ex- 
press conditions in exact degreés. 

Good Cross Highways Lacking. 

So much for the chief arteries. 
They are the better side of the pic- 
ture and, on the whole, receive the 
most attention. The county is noto- 
riously lacking in adequate trans- 
verse highways, to link these oth- 
ers and fil} the gaps. North and 
South road, which runs only from 
St. Charles road to Webster 
Groves, but could be linked with 
others to cross the ~vhole county, 
parallelli:g the city Hmits, is 
rough. Denny road, running from 
St. Charles road to Gravois road, is 
very rough, except in parts of 
Kirkwood. 

Price road, which has been . an 
excellent cross link, though short, 
has become rough. Bridgeton Sta- 
tion road, important because it 
serves Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
north to Florissant, is very rough, 
as those who met Col. Lindbergh 
in the rain June 17 can attest. 

Many of the roads which serve 
the great Meramec River play- 
ground in the southwestern part of 
the county. are poor, Notable in 
this respect are Barrett's Station, 
Dougherty Ferry and Meramec 
Station roads, leading to Valley 
Park. Elsewhere some of the 
shorter roads ané neighborhood 
arteries are in good condition, 
some poor. There are undeveloped 
districts which might prosper if 
made accessible.

700 Films a Year 


In a recent address Horace T. 
Clarke, of Kobe, Japan, Far East- 
ern representative of First Nation- 
al Pictures, gave some interesting 
information concerning the film 
situation in the Orient. He said: 

‘The total population of the Ori- 
ent is nine hundred million approx- 
imately, and to serve that popula- 
tion of nine hundred million peo- 
ple there are some sixteen hundred 
motion picture theaters scattered 
from Yokohama, Japan, to Bom- 
bay, India. 

“In Japan today the Japanese 
motion picture producers are pro-

competition we have to have good 
pictures, not mediocre pictures, 
and aS Many as we can get.

In 
India we use English titles. In the 
Dutch East Indies we use Dutch 
and English titles on the same 
frame. In the Philippines we use 
Spanish and English titles on the 
same frame. In China we use 
English titles and In Japan we use 
English titles, but it is quite im- 
possible, as you can readily ap- 
preciate, for the average Japanese 
to read English, so it becomes nec- 
essary to have a ‘speech man’ to 
translate the titles as they appear 
on the screen. That speech man is 
generally an ex-actor and it is up 
to him eitHer to make or mar the 
picture. If he has a good idea of 
the story and puts it over big, so 
much ‘the better for the picture.”

ITH at least a gesture in the direction of cutting down the exe 
W pense of making movies in the shape of an invitation for every, 

one connected with the industry to step up and take a cut in 
salary the film producers who operate chains of theaters on the 
side say that they are going to turn their attention next to economy 
in the cinema palaces. Out on the Pacific Coast, where the films are 
made, there has been no mad rush on the part of the actors, who 
are under contract, to submit to having their pay checks trimmed, 
In the theaters, however, it will be a reasonably easy matter to cut 
down a considérable part of the overhead. The impression that @& 
poor picture.could be put over successfully by sewing three more 
gold stripes on the arms of the already magnifjcently overdressed 
ushers or ordering another bucket of purple paint for the lobbies 
has been more or less knocked sky high. All of the other littié 
fancy trimmings, too, failed to draw pedple into a slovenly made 
drama and the manufacturers of gaudy colors and fancy uniforms 
are trembling in their gay topped, Russian boots. 

But the slashes in theater expense are going deeper. Big cuts 
are to be made in the stage shows and except where theaters are to 
actually become vaudeville houses with five or more variety acts to 
go on with the film the stage ‘‘presentations” are to be made far 
less costly.

GITIZENS ASKED 
TO LEASE LAND 
AS GAME REFUGES 


Missouri Department Seeks 
Sites Under. New Law 
Which Sets Aside Areas 
As Auxiliary Parks. 


|STATE, WILL STOCK 


FARM RESERVES 


No Sanctuary Will Be 
Created Unless 80 Per 
Cent Is Available as Pub- 
lic Shooting Grounds. 


Game refuges combined with 


public hunting grounds, to be 
leased to the State for nominal 
consideration, as auxiliaries to the 
State park system, are being 
sought by the State Game and 
Fish Department, under authority 
of a new law. Commissioner Mc- 
Canse and Par Chief Montieth 
have issued the following explana- 
tion: 

“Sportsmen’s organizations, serv- 


ice clubs, associations and individ- 
uals can be of great assistance to 
the State Game and Fish Depart- 
ment in the matter of obtaining 
proper eites for auxiliary zame 
refuges. The assistance and co- 
operation of all interested citizens, 
and especially the Izaak Walton 
Chapters and Sportsmen’s Protec- 
tive Leagues is solicited by the de- 
partment. 

“An auxiliary game refuge con- 
sists of a tract of land of which 
the hunting rights are leased by 
the State for a period of not less 
than 10 years. Approximately 20 
per cent of the area is used for the 
game refuge proper and the rest 
forms a public hunting ground, 
where any citizen may hunt in sea- 
son. 

“It is a cardinal principle that no 
game refuge will be created unless 
there is provided in connection 
therewith a public shooting ground. 
If this principle were not adhered 
to, the State would only be stocking 
and protecting certain areas from 
which the game would overflow to 
premises on which the’public might 
be denied access and would not re- 
ceive the benefit it should from the 
refuge. 

State-wide Refuge Planned. 

“A State-wide comprehensive 
game refuge and public shooting 
ground plan is the program of the 
department. Every section of the 
State is to be given consideration. 
A law sponsored by the department 
and fathered by Senator Morgan of 
Putnam County was passed by the 
last Legislature and has made pos- 
sible this program. 
“After 20 years of experience 
Pennsylvania has proved the refuge 
system to be the most practical and 
successful method for the upbuild- 
ing of outdoor wila life. Indicative 
of this success are the figures of 
their legal kill in 1926: Deer (two- 
prong bucks only), 11,667; bear, 
645; ruffed grouse, 130,620; ring- 
neck pheasants, 144,453; rabbits, 
1,401,690; wild turkey, 3241; quail, 
160,425; woodcock and shore birds. 
61,876. Pennsylvania is only two- 
thirds as large as Missouri and has 
a population almost three times as 
great, 

“We patterned our law after 
Pennsylvania and before inaugur- 
ating our system we made @ care- 
ful study of Pennsylvania’s meth- 
ods by personal inspection, and 
are following in her footsteps and 
adapting the Pennsylvania plan tc 
Missouri. 

“Game refuges may be said to 
be of three types: Big game, re- 
fuges, principally for deer and tur- 
key; small game refuges, prinoi- 
pally for quail, pheasant, rabbits, 
etc.: and migratory bird refugees, 
principally for ducks and geese. 
The type of refuge is wholly de- 
pendent upon the character of the 
territory in which it is located. In 
submitting data concerning pro- 
posed refuges a study of the terri- 
tory should be made. 

State to Stock Refures. 

“Game refuges will be protected 
the year ‘round by this depart- 
ment. They will be stocked by the 
department. Much attention will 
be given to the enemies of game. 
Expert woodsmer will

tant when sportsmen will be abte 
to enjoy themselves on public 
hunting grounds. 

Sportsmen can help in this pro- 
gram by locating suitable areas in 
their communities and by convinc- 
ing the land owners of the desitr- 
ability of establishing game ref- 
uges. The department wjll pay a 
nominal consideration of $1 for 
such leases. After an inspection 
by the department, if further con- 
sidesation is to be given the loca- 
tion submitted for refuge. a pett- 
tion will be required to be signed 
by 100 citizens of the county, who 
are holders of hunting licenses.

Broad Powers Given Commissioner. 

The auxiliary refuge law puts 
broad description in establishment 
and control of these areas in the 
hands of the Game and Fish Com- 
missioner. It says: “Suitable lands 
or waters: owned or controlled by 
individuals, corporations, associa- 
tions, municipalities or the State 
may be used for such purposes, 
subject.to the permission of ‘the 
proper authorities owning or con- 
trolling the same.” Leases may be 
cancelled by the commission on 60 
days’ notice when no longer need- 
ed or desired, and provision is 
made for cancellation in event of 
sale. 

The refuge portions will be set 
off, as in the present State parks, 
by single wire strands, appropriate- 
ly posted. The auxiliaries will not 
be exempted from taxation. It is 
a misdemeanor to enter a refuge 
in a State park or an auxiliary, 
without permit from the commis- 
sioner, and no one may hunt in a 
refuge. Applications for auxiliary 
parks prepared by the department 
include a pledge to endeavor to 
protect the area from hunting and 
forest fires. These may be ob- 
tained from the department at Jef- 
ferson City. 


COURT GRANTS MAN RIGHT 
TO MOVE LIQUOR TO HOME 


Former Dealer Allowed to Take 
Stock From Warehouse to 
Kansas City. 

Federal Judge Faris yesterday 
upheld the right of Alexander 
Rieger, a former liquor dealer, to 
move large stocks of liquors from 
a warehouse to his home in Kan- 

sas City. 

On the representation of Rieger 
that he stored the liquor in June, 
1919, for his own use, Judge Faris 
held that, if the stock were con- 
traband, the Government should 
have seize@ it in 1920. Under the 
ruling Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Blair and Prohibition Ad- 
ministrator Haley are restrained 
from seizing the liquor.

T is to the old residents and property 

owners on Natural Bridge road—par- 
ticularly in St. Louis County—the prop- 
osition should be put to change the name 
ef the road to that of “Lindbergh 
Fight.”

We should like to see America grapple with her 
own problems and carve out her own future in the 
spirit of true democracy with which Mr. Borah’s pro- 
gram is invested. But, as a nation that has come 
nearer to just, competent and honorable self-govern- 
ment than any other, the United States has obliga- 
tions to other nations on which it cannot turn its 
back. Those obligations are in many respects ideal- 
istic, but at bottom they are grimly practical. Should 
another continental war ravage Europe can Mr. Borah 
say that the United States will not be dragged into 
it? That one question alone, looked at honestly and 
searchingly, commands us to play the part of a great 
nation in the world—play it sensibly, squarely and, 
on the whole, magnificently. 


REVIVE THE WALSH RESOLUTION. 


The Walsh resolution, which was lost in the Sen- 
ate filibuster, contemplated Federal inquiry into the 
pyramiding of public utility stocks, despite the safe- 
guard of public utility commissions and. chiefly 
through the reproduction cost theory of valuation. 
Much of the high financing is done through holding 
companies under different state commissions. 

The Walsh resolution should be revived and passed 
at the next session of Congress. The country needs 
for its own protection to know how public utility 
stocks are being handled, and only such a Federal 
inquiry as Senator Walsh proposes can give it this 
information. After all, the public is buying these 
stocks. 

The rule of valuation tentatively laid down by 
the United States Supreme Court is not going to save 
them, because the court can hardly maintain its posi- 
tion in the face of opposition from the states. The f 
Interstate Commerce Commission has already doomed t 
that rule. The street railways utility in St. Louis is 
a good example of what this exploitation is coming 
to. It is quite capable of making money. There is t 
no trouble ‘about that. The trouble arises wholly 
from the efforts of speculators, chief of whom is 
Jake Newman, a Wall street operator, to use the 
utility for the purposes of high finance. It is for 
this reason that the utility asks a 30-year franchise. 
The same thing was true of the gas utility. It made 
good earnings upon the investment. It does not need 
the high valuation, for which it is asking, to make a 
good profit. It wants it to exploit the utility and to 
take millions out of it for financiers. 

These operations do not necessarily mean higher 
rates. They sometimes do, but not always. The 
great danger, and the one which Senator Walsh had 
in mind when he introduced his resolution, ts that 
the public may be loaded up with stocks which can- 
not make good. That danger is increasing every day. 
The Senate can render a grpat service to the people 
by instituting the inquiry which Senator Walsh 
suggests.

MUSKRATS AND THE FLOOD.

T first thought it might be-assumed that 

there can be no possible connection be- 
tween the flood which has devastated the 
Mississippi Valley and fur coats. 

If, however, one knows that 55 per cent 
of the fur used by the garment trade of the 
United States comes from Louisiana musk- 
rats he realizes at once that the Mississippi 
Valley flood has a direct connection with 
the fur coat. 

The otter, the -‘mink, the beaver, the rac- 
coon and the possum also have their habitat 
in Louisiana. In quantity production the 
fur crop of that State is almost twice that 


_ of Canada, nearly 15 times that of Alaska 
and greater by hundreds of thousands of 
pelts 


than that of any other section 
of the country. The annual muskrat pelt 
crop is worth $5,000,000 to that State. A 
good deal of the wild life of that section is 
thought to have taken care of itself, but 
experts fear that muskrat casualties will 
run as high as 50 per cent. This notwith- 
standing the efforts which have been made 
by trappers to provide the little fellows with 
means for saving themselves in the flooded 
districts. The intimate relation between 
the Mississippi Valley flood and the fur coat 
should now be apparent.

“Advocates of capital punishment 
contend that it is necessary to deter 
others from crime. If that is true, 
executions should be made as pub- 
lic as possible. Long ago men 
were hanged on a high hil! for 
picking pockets, and people came 
for miles around to see them 
hanged. But it was noticed that on 
the way home more people were 
killed and more pockets were 
picked than on any other occasion, 
and people began to understand 
the power of suggestion ,and the 
brutalizing effect of the spectacle. 

“The advocates of capital pun- 
ishment do not believe their own 
argument. Instead of urging pub- 
lic executions, they make them as 
private as possible, and are even 
arguing that the newspapers should 
not print the facts. Nothing could 
be more absurd than to claim that 
the spectacle of the State taking 
a life will teach individuals to re- 
spect life.” 

Darrow’s career as a defender 
of persons accuse:! of crime, es- 
pecially during the last 20 years, 
has been singular in one reaspec~.

“Real justice is the least con- 
cern of a court."’ he once said to 
the writer. “The courts are sim- 
ply cockpits for lawyers to fight 
in. They should be research lJab- 
oratories in which trained men 
would discover the truth and de- 
termine the cure.” 

Juries and Justice. 

“Then you cy not believe that 
justice is usually done in criminal 
cases?” he was asked. 

“I don’t know what justice ig,” 
was the blunt reply. “As a rule 
you can depend on a jury to find 
out whether the man did or did 
not do the thing he is charged 
with. But that is only the begin- 
ning. The important thing in real 
justice would be, if he did the 
thing, why he did it, and what 
should !2 done for his ov'n good 
and the protection of society. That 
requires expert knowledge which 
no jury possesses. The ideal sys- 
tem would be for a jury to eter- 
mine whether the accused did the 
thing, and to have experts on hu- 
man behavior determine what 
ehould be done about it. Of 
course, In the present uncivilized 
state of human society there isn’t 
a chayce in the world of establish- 
ing such a system. Certainly she 
lawyers wouldn't be for it. It 
would put too many of them out 
of businegs.”’ 

' Yaw Behind the Times. 

Upon his’ own profession he 
heaps no empty praises. Instead, 
he says: “If doctors and scientists 
had been no wiser than lawyers, 
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legislators and Judges, the world 
would still be punishing the sick 
and insane. We should still be 
treating physical ailments with in- 
cantations and magic. We should 
still be driving out devils from the 
fll and demented. Compared “with 
medicine and machinery, the law 
is still living in the Middle Ages 
Most of this so-called crime could 
be eliminated in a generation if we 
showed half as much sense about 
it as we do about eradicating dis- 
ease.” : 

“The American people,” Sena- 
tor Hiram Johnson once observed, 
“are governed by catchwords. In- 
vent a catchy line, and no matter 
if it is false, illogical, or even ab- 
surd, within a week 1,000,000 peo- 
ple will be quoting it as gospel.” 

In proof of that shrewd state- 
ment we have only to notice that 
“Coolidge economy” has become a 
popular catchword under an ad- 
ministration which has raised Gov- 
ernment expenditures to the high- 
est figure in the peace-time history 
of the nation. 

Dissects Popular Phrases. 

Darrow takes a satanic del.ght in 
puncturing such myths. What an- 
other ma.: swallows ata gulp, Dar- 
row puts under the microscope of 
his intelligence for careful dissec- 
tion. Two phrases are often 
quoted in connection with prohi- 
bition, one, “The way to repeal a 
bad law is to enforce it,” and the 
other, “As long as a law remains 
on the statute books it should be 
enforced.” 

The first of these was uttered 
by President Grant, and Darrow 
remarks: “Grant undoubtedly was 
a fine soldier and an excellent 
judge of whisky, but if anybody 
ever suspected him of being a his-

Im- 
agine what the civilized man of 
the year 2500 will eay when he 
reads that in 1918 the Government 
of the United Statc; imposed long 
prison terms upon men and wom- 
en for trying to prevent war!” 

Strain of Civilization. 

Speaking of war from another 
aspect, he has said: “Civilization 
imposes a constant and growing 
strain on men. Man js still a 
primitive animal, and in his.effort 
to get back to a primitive state he 
will go into the woods and kill 
animals and birds. All vio:ent 
athletic sports represent an effort 
by man to escape from the strain 
of civilization. Probably the un- 
derlying cause of the World Ware 
was the desperate need of man- 
kind to relax from the hard and 
growing strain imposed by civi.i- 
zation.”

It is true that his successful 
fight to save Richard lYoeb ani 
Nathan Leopold, murders of Rob- 
ert Franks, from the scaffold’ .n 
Chicago, was a masterpiece of 
courtroom strategy. There he was 
confronted not only by a “perfect 
hanging case,’ but by ane of the 
most unanimous and bloodthirsty 
demonstrations of public opinion 
ever seen. 

Darrow believed his young clii- 
ents were mentally defective. The 
very wantonness of the crime, the 
absence of any rational motive 
commensurate with the risk, was 
sufficient indication that the per- 
petrators were abnormal. More- 
over, two of the most eminent all- 
enists in the country, after exam. 
ining the defendants, were ready 
to testify to their mental defict- 
ency. On the other hand, the cir. 
cumstances made it almost certain 
that the presentation of an insanitv 
defense would result in conviction 
and hanging. For that matter, 
Darrow did not wart to acquit his 
clients. Neither did their rela- 
tives.

The ap- 
pearance of Bryan as his chief ad- 
versary made the picture perfect. 
Never-to-Be Forgotten Spectacle. 

Those who were privileged to 
‘ serve that st‘ange spectacle will 
never forget it. It wag an event 
in the intellectual history of the 
world, and it furnished one of the 
most stirring, ~assionate, and re- 
lentless dramas ever staged under 
the eyes of man. In a aetting 
which mirrored perfectly the spirit 
of rural America, these two old 
men, champions of. two idens as 
old and as implacable ag philoso- 
phy and fanaticism. met in a duel 
of minds, and when it was over 
one of them, beaten, crushed and 
humiliated, etaggered from the 
courtroom to dle. 


Darrow broke Bryan’s spirit. 
Whether the ordeal and humilia- 
tion actually hastened his death, 
does not need to be answered. 
Among the educated people of the 
country his reputation and his in- 
fluence were dead on the fateful 
July afternoon when he dragged 
himself from the witness stand, 
and he knew it. The agony of the 
realization sat upon him like a 
crown of thorns. He had drunk the 
bitter cup to the last drop, and 
not the least bitter was the ingre- 
dient of surprise. 

Held Opponent Helpless, 

To that conflict of brains and 
wit Bryan had brought ‘ supreme 
confidence, and there was some- 
thing like terror in his face as it 
dawned upon him, too !ate, tnat 
he was caught fast in the grasp 
of an intellect so powerful, and a 
purpose s0 grim and deadly, that 
he was virtually helpless. In the 
face of Darrow’s learning, his own 
eloquence seemed puerile and hol. 
low. Under Darrow’s. corrosive 
ridi@ule, his fervcr wilted. Against 
the granite front of fact and logic, 
his emotiocal shafts broke in hope- 
lessness and futility. He went out 
from that ordeal discredited, and 
from the standpoint of his ambi- 
tions, ruined. That was Tuesday. 
By Sunday morning he was dead. 

Until Darrow went to Dayton, 
educational liberty in this country 
was on the defensive against fun- 
damentalism. Under Darrow, it 
took the offensive which it has 
maintained ever since. Until Day- 
ton, science claimed its rights tim- 
idly and apologetically: now it de- 
mands them. More than anyone 
else, Darrow helped to make big- 
otry ridiculous. He put heart into 
the fight against militant ignor- 
ance. He put a great fear into 
fanaticism. 


And now the evening of life 
finds his appetite for knowledge 
unsated, his combativeness undi- 
minished, his humor alive and 
ready. Not long ago he made a trip 
to Johns Hopkins University te in- 
vestigate reports of a new dis°cv- 
ery concerning heredity. Two years 
ago he told the writer he was 
ready to retire, and a month later 
was in the midst of the most spec- 
tacular battle of his career.

They | 
are elected on domestic grounds 
and for domestic reasons. And a 
Government elected primarily on 
an issue, let us say, suhe as the 
tariff, may not be at all represen- 
tative when suddenly confronted | 
by the need of a decision fnvolving | 
peace or war. | 


Are Plain People Competent | 
To Judge? 

Such considerations 
course obvious enough. No sane. 
human being would deny their 
compelling force if it were not for 
one doubt. And it is this. Are 
the plain men and women who 
make up the vast bulk of each of 
these self-governing, nations as 
competent to determine if and 
when a war ig necessary as the 
little groups of individuals .who 
now form their Governments? 
That is the doubt. And the an- 
swer to that doubt depends, ob- 
viously, upon our belief in popular 
Government. 

There was a time when the abil- 
ity of men and women to govern 
themselves under any conditions 
was disputed—and for precisely the 
game reasons. History and _ the 
rise of self-governing states have 
demonstrated not only that they 
are competent, but that they are 
happier and safer when they take 
on themselves the responsibility of 
Government. Now we find our- 
selves face. to face with that an- 
cient question in a new guise— 
whether, although admittedly com- 
petent to contro] their fundamental 
relations with other peoples—in 
other words, to determine whether, 
at any given time, those relations 
shall be relationg of peace or of 
war. That is the nub of the mat- 
ter. 

The great peoples are now gself- 
governing. Each of them has set 
up a machinery of government 
which gives it effective contro! of 
its own domestic affairs. But in 
the region of internationa! affairs, 
the existing machinery of govern- 
ment has never been within their 
control, and is not now. Theoreti- 
cally, of course, each self-governing 
people controls its relations with 
other pcoples. Practically, by 
leaving the power to declare war 
in the hands of their governments, 
they loge that eontrol. 

It is conceivable, of course, that, 
owing to some inherent moral ‘n- 
stability or laek of understanding, 
they are unfitted to assume shat 
control—that they would treat 
lightly a decision which meant co} 
and 
squander recklessly their lives and. 
property in vain wars against their 
neighbors. But the presumption, 
at least, is in their favor, After 
all, it is their lives and their prop- 
erties which are involved. And it 
is certainly within their power, if 
they will, by the appropriate con- 
tributional means, either to per- 
mit the continuation of a system, 
autocratic by nature, which always 
has resulted in war, and by which, | 
as at present, their lives and prop- | 
erty can be taken without consul- | 
tation with them and without ecf- | 
fective means of protest, or, Dy| 
agreement with other peoples, to. 
take upon their common shoulders | 
the power to decide whether at| 
any particular time, war is or is) 
not necessary. 

If they ahoose the latter course, 
war is inevitable only insofar as 
they themselves want it to ‘be. 
They will be in position to decide, 
for thén the full power of sover- 
eignty will finally be within their 
grasp. Only thén will the demo- 
cratic process be complete.

Second, the object of such 
a conference would be, of course, 
to determine whether each of these 
Governments is prepared by proper 


ple to accept or reject a proposition 
whereby a declaration of war 
against the other peoples in tHe 
group can be made only after the 
question has received the affirma- 
tive sanction of a majority of its 
qualified electors, and, following 
this, to enter into an agreement 
whereby in return for reciprocal 
pledges, each shall agree not to 
attack the others for a term of-— 
say-—~100 years. 

If, as the result of such a confer- 
ence, these two propositions can Le 
formulated and accepted, a day 
should be fixed on which all the 
peoples so pledged would be given 
an opportunity to vote for or 
against ratification, so that by the 
simultaneous action of the individ- 
ual electors in all the great Na- 
tions involved the ful] responsibil- 
ity for that agreement would be 
dramatically brought home to each 
and each be made aware that the 
issue of peace or war between them 
will be thereafter in their own 
hands and control. Into such a 
conference, it seems to me, the 
plain people of America would be 
eager to enter. 

Certainly nothing in our past, 
nothing in our political traditions, 
nothing in our accepted principles 
of Government, prevents our enter- 
ing into an agreement not to at- 
tack nations which agree not to 
attack us. In this way, and perhaps 
in this way only, can we join hands 
effectively with the other self- 
governing peoples in a common. 
effort to secure a more durable 
peace. But the agreement I ain 
contemplating must be something 
more than an agreement between 
Government. It must be an agree- 
between the peoples them- 
selves.

The copy of the affidavit was signed 
by a Mrs. A. Jacob Stearn, later Mrs. 
Willette. It said that she had married 
Jacob Stearn, a New York sportsman, 
in 1892 and that she had a daughter, 
Constance May. 

Not long &go Mrs. Willette repudi- 
ated this affidavit. Confronted with 
it in a Redwood City courtroom, she 
said: ‘‘When I signed it I thought it 
was a receipt for $5000." 

Constance May married Gavin in 
1921. Five years later James L. Flood 
died at his estate, Linden Towers. 

Mra. Gavin then got busy. ‘‘When 
Mr. Flood refused to see me in San 
Francisco,’ she said, ‘‘I knew I could 
do nothing until he died.’’ 

Mrs. Gavin went to San Francisco 
to ald investigators. Abundant testi- 
mony was got from witnesses. Many 
of them, people of socia) and financial 
prominence in San Francisco, said 
they remembered Flood’s little gir).

To the students of 
Superior and their 
parents, many of 
whom had gone to 
school to ‘“Dickle’’ 
themselves, this was 
an overt act compar- 
able to the sinking 
of the Lusitania. The 
town Was outraged. 
yiteeceoent ea t 
with Spencer ——- a 
feeling which had 
smolidered in some 
quarters for two 
vears—burst into livid flame 
More than a thousand students 
from Central High School and 
some-300 from another hirh 
school put down their books 
and walked out. Backed by 
their parents, they stayed out 
for a month. There were ex- 
cited mass meetings and fiery 
speeches. Every day for 19 
echool days, picket lines stood 
before the gates of learning 
passing out strike literature 
and hand Dills. 

“Strike for Dickie,’’ was the 
battle cry. “Strike for Dickie’ 
and ‘“‘Down with Spencer.” 

In a few weeks, the students 
were to have new and addition- 
al cause for revolt. Charged 
with lending a too sympathetic 
ear to the strikers, Clifford G. 

Wade, white-haired and patri- 

archal principal! of Central, was 

rebuked by the Superintendent 

and dropped from the teaching staff, 
the board voting, at Spencer's behest, 
not to re-employ him for next year. He 
also had been guilty of failure to co- 
operate. He had not been active 
enough in discouraging the atrike. He: 
had not been in sympathy with Spencer 
and his methods. Therefore, he was 
an obstructionist and must be got 


rid of. 
H Dickinson was Principal Wade. 
He was benign and fatherly. He 
never drove students to do anything. 
He led them, and they fairly worshiped 
him. It the same way with 
their parents. During jis 
in Superior he had been ardent 
worker for civic betterment and po- 
litical reform. Not a politicians 
in Superior were believed to wis! 
that Wade would betake himself to 
other fields One was said to be 
Mayor Fred Baxter, who appointed

the balloting ran 10 to 1 against 
him. 

Meanwhile, the Superior voters 
are taking such short cuts as can 
be found to oust some of the 
present board members. At two 
members in particular is this 
action directed. Both are min- 
isterse—the Rev. A. T. Ekblad, 
Lutheran pastor and president of 
the School Board, and the Rey. 
William Hood, Episcopalian rec- 
tor. Early in the fight, when 
Ekblad's resignation was de- 
manded along with Spencer's, in- 
terested citizens took the case 

into court on the ground 
that Ekbiad and Hood 
vere not freeholders and 
therefore not eligible to 
hold public office. Each 
managed to dig up a deed 
to #sOme property, Ek- 
blad’s being title to a one- 
foot strip bordering on 
the alley of a 26-foot lot, and Hood’s— 
though it was title to a full lot—was 
a deed which had not been registered 
until the morning of his appearance in 
court. Both managed thus to qualify, 
but as their terms will expire soon any- 
way the question of eligibility now 
makes little difference. 

Before the election was held the stu- 
dents, a little appalled at their own 
success, had gone back to their classes. 
They finished the term with the same 
show of orderliness and diligence they 
had exhibited during the strike. Three 
strike leaders who had been sise- 
pended were reinstated and all were 
graduated with the senior class of 300. 


Y ITH credit to the 13090 students

W let it be said, even on the 


authority of their opponents, 
that the Superior schoo! strike was 
about the most orderly walkout ever 
conducted in Superior. The walkout 
was called on April 1 and ended 
May 2 In that time not one in- 
stance of disorder was reported; not 
a window was broken; not a striker ar- 
rested. And the students conducted 
their own fight from beginning to end. 
negotiating with the board for Miss 
Dickinson's reinstatement, supervising 
the issuance of strike literature and 
picketing Central High School 
There were six principal strike lead- 
ers who rounded up the students and

Viola Wick was salutatorian of 
the class and Mary Brown and Den- 
ise McGenty were voted ‘‘best citizens’ 
of the student body earlier in the year. 
Their activities were not of the sort 
to encourage rowdyism. Nearly all 
the handbilis issued carried in large 
letters a warning against disorder. 
The following is typical: 

“Strikers, Attention! Spencer rep- 
resentatives are trying to break our 
etrike, Beware false reports! Stu- 
dents will not return until this mess 
is settled. Remember what they did 
to Dickie. Be orderly and you can’t 
help but win. Goodbye, Mr. Spencer, 
Goodbye!” 

That phrase, bidding adieu to Mr. 
Spencer, became famous. It formed 
the theme of a atrike song sung [to 
the tune of the popular air, “Bye 
Bye, Blackbird.”’ 

At the start the walkout affected 
only Central High School. Of the 
attendance of 1105, more than 1000 
walked out and stayed out. These 
were joined later by about 30 from 
East High School who remained away 
from classes for a few days as a 
sympathetic gesture. Virtually all the 
strikers kept up their work by study 
at home, going to sympathetic teach- 
ers now and then for advance assign. 
ments and conferences. This help ex- 
tended to striking pupile as individ- 
uals was one of the factors which 
figured in Principal Wade's dismissal. 


RINCIPAL WADE was prepar-

Promptly after the 
board's failure to re-employ him at 
Central, the Normal had offer-d him 
f permanent position. starting at 
once. He had acccepted for the sum- 
mer only, preferring to remain in a 
position to take back his old post if a 
new board should offer it to him. 
Elderly and of dignified, scholarly 
bearing, Principal Wade revealed al- 
most at first glimpse the type of per- 
sonality which might be expected to 
loyalty of students and hold 
be a bit old-fashioned 
and easy going, as Superintendent 
Spencer says, but he is the firm, yet 
kindly, type who can do about any- 
thing he wants to with a student 
body. Superintendent Spencer is 
young, rather striking in appearance, 
suave and businesa-like. He is a 
likable fellow and, in the general 
opinion of the town, “knows his 
onions’’ about efficiency and Colum- 
bia University theories of education.

While denying Spencer's charge 
that he encouraged the strike, Wade 
let it be kmown promptly where he 
stood on the matter of co-operation 
with the superintendent's policies. 

‘Mr. Spencer,’’ he declared, ‘‘has 
Only one idea of co-operation. That is 
strict obedience to his orders. I have 
felt compelled to take a stand flatly 
Opposite to many of the superinten- 
dent's policies which, I was convinced. 
would result in detriment to the 
etudents. It js true there were 
frequent clashes. For one thing, the 
superintendent came here intent upon 
making everything follow his model 
graphs and charts. The personal 
element was entirely ignored. That 
chart system was pursued so far that 
children were being put in grades 
where they did not belong simply be- 
cause the charts called for children 
of their age in those grades, and 
other children were being unjustly 
flunked in order to make the per- 
centage of failures come out right. 
Old fashioned or not, it seemr to me 
any conscientious educator would or 
should oppose such tactics.’’

“BRICK” UP

PHILADELPHIA, Pennsylvania. 
HILADELPHIA 
had an epidemic of 
bad boys and girls 
about eight years 
ago. Social work- 
ers, the directors of 
homes for incorrigi- 
ble boys, school 
principals and 
superintendents, 
teachers and truant officers were 
forced to the conclusion that some new 
curse was upon them. 


Boys and girls who had always been 
models of conduct suddenly, and for 
no apparent reason, began to behave 
terribly. 


The reports came from all over the 
city—-from the slums to fashionable 
Rittenhouse Square. One youngster of 
9 who had been his mother’s pride was 
found to be responsible for the mys- 
terious deflation of an amasing num- 
ber of automobile tires, a Httle prob- 
lem that had absorbed the police for 
several weeks. When confronted with 
the evidence, he laughed and then he 
cried and then he ran away from 
home, 


Many schoolrooms were disrupted. 
Students whose behavior had been ex- 
emplary stood up in class and fired a 
book at the teacher’s head. Others 
laughed, sang and talked, utterly ig- 
noring their lessons. 


Children who had led the class in 
Sunday school began to use the most 
surprising profanity, language new and 
shocking to their mothers. These bad 
children lied like accomplished adults. 
When sent to the store on an errand, 
they usually spent the money that had 
been given them for candy and came 
home two or three hours later without 
explanations. They didn’t seem to fee! 
there was any need for explanation. 


HEY set fires, too, and in at 

least one instance a youngster of 

12 was directly responsible for 

the death of an aged woman, seriously 

burned while trying to put out the 
flames. 

Homes in which there were several 
children were completely demoralized. 
The bad child abused and maltreated 
his younger brothers and sisters and 
teased and nagged the older children. 
When remonstrated with, these bad 
boys and girls were just as liable as 
not to pick up a plate and hurl it at 
the nearest grownup. 


Naturally, in the majority of homes. 
the old parental methods of correction 
were resorted to—epankings and seri- 
ous moral lectures, pleading and fears. 
These remedies seemed to have an 
effect just opposite to the one desired. 
Many parents put their children in san- 
itariums and reform schools. But they 
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couldn't stay there very long, for their 
behavior soon disrupted discipline and 
order. 

The records of many of these chil- 
dren had been studied by physicians 
and psychologists. When the alarming 
malady—for it was just that—had 
seemed to reach an epidemic stage, 
they began to compare notes. Although 
a comparatively small number of fam- 
ilies were affected, certain similarities 
were seen at once. 

It was observed that there were cer- 
tain common symptoms. Many of these 
children, before they had gone on the 
rampage, had shown signs of 
extreme sleepiness, 
many of them 
had been un- 
able to stay 
awake during 
the daytime, 
many of them 
were afflicted 
with double vi- 
sion and thelr 
eyes crossed. Many 
of them had had 
colds, accompanied 
by slight fever. 

And, most signifi- | 
cant, all of them— 
virtually without ex- 
ception—had had in- 
fluenza at the time of 
the war epidemic, or 
shortly afterwards. This 
was the most tangible 
clew on which Dr. Earl D. 

Bond and Dr. Edward A. 

Strecker of the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Medi- 

cine and other physicians and psychol- 
Ogists set to work. 

Dr. Bond had been one of the first 
to recognize one of the most serious 
after effects of influenza in grown- 
ups. One of Doctor Bond's associates 
during the war had been a physician 
who had had charge of influenza pa- 
tients and who had himself contracted 
the disease. On his return, at the close 
of the war, he began to show pecullar 
nervous symptoms, twitching and lack 
of control of certain muscles, paralysis 
of certain nerve centers. Others who 
had suffered from influenza during the 
war began to show the same symp- 
toms. It was soon discovered th 
portion of the brain had been affeetéd. 
It was recognized as encephalitis, or in- 
flammation of the brain. 


Those who were studying the rec- 
ords of the bad boys and girls were not 
long in determining that they had all 
~——before their unaccountable behavior 
—suffered from encephalitis. 

Their next conclusion was that this 
unaccountable behavior, this strange 
and uncontrollable wilfullness, was a 
direct outgrowth of the brain disease 
which in turn was an after effect of in- 
fluensa, making children bad because 
they had not established those normal

habits which 
would carry them 
through life as had their el- 
ders. They were strengthened in this 
view by reports which came from other 
cities and even other countries. While 
in Chicago, St. Louis, New York and 
elsewhere the unaccountable increase 
in the number of bad boys and girls 
had not seemed to reach epidemic pro- 
portions, perhaps because the majority 
of cities are not so well equipped with 
social workers to record such phe- 
nomena as Philadelphia, from the 
juvenile courts and other agencies 
came innumerable reports of bad chil- 
dren and baffled, frustrated parents. 
England and Japan had noted the same 
thing. So had Sweden, Denmark, Spain 
and other European countries. In En- 
giand there were thousands of these 
children and so abnormal was their 
misconduet that it was given the name 
‘Apache behavior,’ after the brigands 
who are reputed, in fiction at least, to 
dominate the underworld of Paris.

type of Peck’s bad boy. 

In many respects they were like 
other boys and girls. Various tests re- 
vealed that their intelligence was un- 
impaired. Chiefly it was the moral 
sense that was absent. Mentally they 
were the equals of other children of 
their own age. Morally they were ba- 
bies. They ranged in age from 2 to 186 
and even 17 years. 

These children and their problem 
appealed to Doctor Bond. Beneath the 
casual, matter-of-fact exterior of the 
psychologist there is in this man a very 
warm feeling for the humans who 
come to him with some mental quirk 
that bars the way to happiness. More- 
over, there was his scientific interest 
in this new problem. 

Doctor Bond took 10 boys—10 of 
the worst cases that had been reported. 
He established an experimental school 
in the Pennsylvania Hospital, a pri- 
vate institution. 

For two years, with a staff of three 
assistants, Doctor Bond has directed 
this school to reclaim Philadelphia's 
worst bad boys. 

He began on the assumption that 
they must be kept. occupied all the 
time, occupied with work which would 
interest them. That and the realisa- 
tion that a sympathetic appreciation of 
their difficulties was necessary. The 
staff of the school consisted of a spe- 
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cially trained teacher, a 
psychiatric nurse and a 
physician. 

At first all the old dif- 
ficulties recurred. The 
boys romped through the 
wards, tore up their beds 
and created general hav- 
oc. After a few weeks 
they began to quiet down 
a little bit. 

It was soon found that 
their attention could not 
be held to any one task 
for more than 20 minutes 

t atime. For that rea- 
son their days consisted 
of a constant shifting, 
passing from one thing to 
another. 

A swimming pool anda 
large outdoor playground 
and an indoor gymnasium 
were popular. Each boy 
had his own garden, and 
in it he raised vegetables and flowers. 
In the winter months they spent con- 
siderable time in the workshop, mak- 
ing various things in wood. A part of 
the morning was spent in the school- 
room in regular school work, which 
they did, for the most part, fully as 
well as other boys of their own age. 


OGETHER théy built on some 
vacant and wooded ground a 
clubhouse, a shacklike structure 
of brick, stone and timber, with a fire- 
place and chimney. This, according to 
Doctor Bond, was one of the most im- 
portant experiments in bringing the 
boys back to normal. It gave them a 
sense of the group spirit. 

No physical punishment was em- 
ployed, aa this had been proved futile 
before the boys came to the hospital. 
Such penalties as being put to bed, an 
hour or two in the bathtub, meals 
alone, deprivation of some liberty or 
epecial privilege, such as the ewimming 
pool, were found to be sufficient. 

They frequently went to a farm near 
the city to camp out for a week end or 
sometimes for an entire week. 

Each day's conduct was marked by 
the heads of departments. Conduct in 
school, conduct in the workshop, at the 
gymnasium, at meals and during recre- 
ational periods received a daily rating. 
These different marks were averaged 
for each day. At the end of a week 
those who had attained a given av- 
erage were rewarded with an automo- 
bile ride, a visit to the farm, to the 
z00 or the movies or with some special 
privilege at the hospital. 


After a time the boys came to f% 
alise that they could not get what the 
wanted by crying, teasing or going iat 
a tantrum. This was an importa 
step. After a few months in the he 
pital most of their difficulties abe 
sleeping had cleared up. They wen 


able to sleep at night, and they didat 


fall asleep at unexpected times during 
the day. 

Signs of improvement were enecuP 
aging. Two mothers removed tha 
eons from the hospital and took th 
home.
